Afghan mission: $18.1B 


Report suggests Canadians kept in dark over true cost 


The Conservative govern- 
ment deliberately misled 
Canadians about the 
mounting cost of Canada’s 
Afghan mission, federal 
New Democrats said after 
a new report pegged the 
price tag at up to $18.1 bil- 
lion before it ends in 2011. 
“They have tried to hide 
the real cost,” NDP Leader 
Jack Layton said yesterday af- 
ter the parliamentary budg- 
et officer released a report 
that tallied the cost of the 
war — and also said that suc- 
cessive Liberal and Conser- 
vative governments were 
not upfront with Canadians. 
Yesterday’s independent 
report, which pegged the 
cost of the conflict far above

anything released by the gov- 
ernment, thrust the issue in- 
to the political arena in the 
final days of the campaign. 

Kevin Page, Parliament’s 
independent budget officer, 
called his report the most 
“comprehensive” _assess- 
ment of the price tag of 
Canada’s diplomatic and 
military efforts in the trou- 
bled nation since 2002. His 
report suggests Canadians 
have been kept in the dark 


about the true costs of the 
Afghanistan mission, a tally 
that could top $18.1 billion 
by the time troops are due to 
return home in 2011 — or 
about $1,500 per household. 

Harper defended the cost 
as the price of ensuring sol- 
diers and diplomats are well- 
protected in their work. 
“When we have men and 
women in uniform ... that 
are putting their lives on 
the line, the government 


will spend what is necessary 
to make sure they are safe 
and successful,” he said. 

And he denied the govern- 
ment was deliberately shield- 
ing the cost of the mission. 

Liberal Leader Stéphane 
Dion, who joined with other 
Liberals to endorse an exten- 
sion of the mission, was 
more muted in his criticism, 
chastising the government 
for “false transparency.” 

The Tories have already 
come under criticism for 
their lack of disclosure sur- 
rounding the mission.

“At some point, over No- 
va Scotia, it appears he de- 
parted the aircraft.” 

Several weeks ago, work- 
ers building a new forest 
road found the aircraft 
wing, and called Parrsboro 
RCMP. 

It was thought at first 
that it might be from an- 
other aircraft, a Beech Sun- 
down, that crashed in 1967 
with five people aboard. 
Cunningham said the in- 
vestigation quickly deter- 
mined that wasn’t the 
case.

Anew poll says the Halifax 
riding held by Alexa 
McDonough for more than 
a decade will remain NDP 
this election. 

Commissioned by Metro 
Halifax and CTV, the Bristol 
Omnifacts Research poll has 
the NDP enjoying 28 per 
cent support, the Liberals at 
22 per cent, and the Conser- 
vatives with 18 per cent. 

Almost a quarter were 
undecided or refused to an- 
swer. 

“At this point — and 
we're pretty close to the 
election — it certainly 
looks like an NDP win 
here,” said Bristol Omni- 
facts vice-president of re- 
search, Craig Wight. 

The NDP’s lead was even 
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greater when the question 
was about the local candi- 
dates. Thirty-two per cent 
said they would vote for 
New Democrat Megan 
Leslie. The Liberals’ Cather- 
ine Meade and the Conser- 
vatives’ Ted Larsen were tied 
at 19 per cent, while nine 
per cent favour the Green 
Party’s Darryl Whetter. 

“It’s the same story,” 
Wight said. “It just sort of 
confirms what the party 
numbers suggested.” 

Leslie said her campaign 
is focused on the Oct. 14 
election, and will keep 
working throughout the 
weekend. 

“We are seeing momen- 
tum,” Leslie said. “There 
are more and more people 


calling our office looking 
for signs. Our office has 
well over 100 volunteers 
and more keep coming in 
every day. It’s amazing.” 

Meade is also focusing 
on Tuesday’s vote, saying 
her campaign is about to 
kick into high gear. 

“If the numbers were all 
flipped around and I was 
the one out in front, it 
wouldn’t change what I 
do,” Meade said. “Give it 
your all and see what hap- 
pens in the end.” 

Ted Larsen’s campaign 
didn’t respond to Metro 
Halifax yesterday.

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Halifax housing market 
expected to stay strong

ECONOMY With talk of the 
dreaded “R” word going 
around, there may be a few 
people who will hold off 
on buying a house. 

But a possible recession 
and a dour housing market 
in the U.S. won’t directly 
affect the Halifax housing 
market, said Bill Covey 
with Royal LePage. 

“Our market prices are 
still up over what they 
were last year,” Covey said. 
“I think the biggest reason 
for that is our economy is 
much stronger and our 
lending industry is struc- 
tured differently. With 
very few Canadians in ar- 
rears of their mortgage, it’s 
a completely different sys- 
tem.” 

According to a recent 
house price survey, values 
in Halifax are mostly on 
the rise. The only category 
to fall was two-storey 
homes in the West End, 
which dropped in price by 
8.2 per cent to $210,000. 

But there were several 
increases in property val- 
ues throughout Halifax. 
The biggest jump was for 
detached bungalows in the 


North End. They rose 14.7 
per cent to $195,000. 

That means if you're 
waiting to buy, thinking 
some stellar deals are on 
the way, don’t. 

“I wouldn’t be waiting to 
buy, expecting that prices 
are going to drop dramati- 
cally,” Covey said. “I think 
our market is undervalued, 
even compared to the rest 
of Canada. Our prices are 
still reasonable and based 
on actual value and not 
overinflated.”

Tuition rates in Nova Sco- 
tia fell from last year but 
school is still significantly 
more expensive here than 
anywhere else in Canada. 

Figures released yester- 
day from Statistics Canada 
showed the average tuition 
costs in Nova Scotia fell a 
couple hundred dollars to 
$6,110. 

The drop is in contrast to 
an average increase in price 
across the country. But No- 
va Scotia schools are still 
much pricier than the 
Canadian average of 
$4,558. 

Education Department 
spokesman Dan Harrison 
said the move downwards 
is a sign of things to come. 

“Our goal is to bring it 
down to the national aver- 
age and we've started doing 
that,” said Harrison. “We 
didn’t expect it to happen 
in one year, obviously, but 
the trend is to continue 
down to the national aver- 
age and get there by 2010-

Harrison said the 
province is currently on 
track to meet that goal. 

“We acknowledge that 
tuition is high and we need 
to bring it down, and we in- 
tend to.”

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Aboriginal activist’s grandson passes on 
traditional sentencing circle in her slaying 


TRIAL Millbrook native 
James Gloade, currently 
awaiting his fate for the 
brutal slaying of his grand- 
mother, Nora Bernard, has 
waived his rights to a sen- 
tencing circle. 

Gloade, 25, who pleaded 
guilty to second-degree mu- 
tder, withdrew his request 
to be sentenced under the 
traditional aboriginal me- 
thod during a brief court 
appearance yesterday. 

The unexpected decision 
drew mixed reaction from 
family members who have- 
been torn apart by Bern- 
ard’s death at the hands of 
her beloved grandson. 

“Tm glad he’s cut it off, 
he’s done the right thing,” 
said Gloade’s aunt, Leanna 
MacLeod, who had been pe- 
titioning against his at- 
tempt to be sentenced 
through a native circle. “It 
hasn’t even been a year yet 
(since her death), I don’t see 
how going into a sentenc- 
ing circle is going to help us 
heal ... that takes time.” 

For Gloade’s mother Na- 
talie, the decision came as a 


disappointment because she 
believed the sentencing for- 
mat would have forced her 
son to see first-hand how 
drastically his actions have 
affected his community. 

“Treally don’t know what 
to say,” she said. “All know 
is other aboriginal people 
that are coming through 
the courts ... there will be 
no support.” 

Defence lawyer Stanley 
MacDonald said the deci- 
sion was based on his rec- 
ommendation to Gloade fol- 
lowing a lack of support 
from the Millbrook com- 
munity and Bernard’s fami- 


Sentencing circles re- 
quire the participation of 
several parties, including 
community elders and me- 
mbers of the victim’s and 
the guilty party’s families, 
which in this case are inter- 
twined. 

“This is not Mr. Gloade 
saying ‘I don’t want to have 
a sentencing circle, there- 
fore we are not going to 
have a sentencing circle,” 
MacDonald said. “This is

Mr. Gloade accepting my 
advice after all the informa- 
tion became aware to us 
that there wasn’t going to 
be sentencing circle any- 
way.” 

Nov. 26 has been set as 
the date for Gloade’s sen- 
tence to be held in provin- 
cial court in Truro. A pre- 
sentence report has been or- 
dered along with a Gladue 
report, which is available to 
aboriginal peoples. 

Bernard, best known for 
leading a successful class ac- 
tion lawsuit against the fed- 
eral government on behalf 
of Indian residential school 
survivors, died in her home 
on Dec. 27. 

Yesterday, family mem- 
bers gathered in Halifax for 
a ceremony where the ma- 
triarch was invested into 
the Order of Nova Scotia.

Girl, 14, pleads guilty to attack on teen 


pLeA A 14-year-old girl has 
pleaded guilty to two 
charges for her role in a vi- 
cious attack against anoth- 
er 14-year-old girl by five 
teenagers back in June. 

The girl, who can’t be 
identified under the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act, plead- 
ed guilty to one count each 
of assault causing bodily 
harm and unlawful con- 
finement yesterday in 
provincial youth court. 

The girl is being sen- 
tenced as a youth on Nov. 
18. Crown attorney Terry 
Nickerson told the court 
he is no longer seeking an 
adult sentence for the girl, 
or looking to have her 
deemed a serious violent 
offender.

Dedicated father cycles 300 km for disease awareness 


Vic Gouthro’s message to 
students at Baddeck Acad- 
emy was simple — eat 
right and exercise. 

The 61-year-old Bras d’Or 
man kicked off his On the 
Trail for the Cure cam- 
paign this week at the Bad- 
deck school and then set 
out on a three-day, 300- 
kilometre journey around 
the Cabot Trail to raise 
awareness about diabetes 
— a cause near and dear to 
his heart. 

Vic’s son Scott, now 27 
and a goaltending coach 
with the Cape Breton 
Screaming Eagles, was di- 
agnosed with Type 1 dia- 
betes 11 years ago. 

But Vic said his son has- 
n't let the disease dictate 
his life, despite having to 
do a minimum of four in- 
sulin injections and regu- 
lar blood sugar monitoring 
each day. 

In fact, he says Scott is

Vic Gouthro, whose son has Type-1 diabetes 


healthier now than he was 
when he was first diag- 
nosed. 

“He lives very healthy 
because he eats properly 
and exercises,” he said. 

According to Vic, ap- 
proximately two million 
Canadians have some form 
of diabetes and many have 
the preventable type of the 
disease, Type 2. 

That, he says, is why he’s 
focusing his message on 
students and visiting 
schools as he _ travels 
around the Cabot Trail this 
week. 

He said too many young 
people are not getting 
enough physical activity 
and are making poor 


choices when it comes to 
what they eat. 

“Because of the lifestyle 
that kids are living today,” 
he said, “they’re at a high- 
er risk of developing Type 
2 diabetes.” 

He noted the country is 
already spending billions 
to treat people with dia- 
betes and complications 
from the disease. 

“If we don’t address it 
now, it’s going to bankrupt 
the health-care system.” 

Vic will be accepting do- 
nations along the road 
over the next two days. 

All the money Vic raises 
will go to fund diabetes re- 
search.

Judge sets standard by giving 
independent dealer 32 months 


Anyone convicted of traf- 
ficking in hard drugs such 
as cocaine can expect to be 
sentenced to more than 
two years in prison. 

That was the message 
from provincial court 
Judge John MacDougall 
during the sentencing of 
Daniel Stuart Brown, a 
Truro man convicted of 
selling drugs out of his 
home while his family was 
there. 

“If you set yourself up in 
your own business and 
traffic,” the judge said, “as 
opposed to being a cog in 
the larger machinery, and 
you are doing the bidding 
of someone else, two to 
three years is what would 
otherwise be an appropri- 


ate sentence,” MacDougall 
said. 

He rejected a joint rec- 
ommendation from the 
Crown and defence 
lawyers for a two-year jail 
sentence. 

Instead, he gave Brown 
32 months. 

Stuart, 22, of 114 Brook- 
side Rd., Apt. 4, was arrest- 
ed last November after po- 
lice entered his residence 
with a search warrant. 

They found him in pos- 
session of 20 grams of co- 
caine and 73 grams of mar- 
ijuana. 

He consequently was 
handed 60-day concurrent 
sentences for both the pro- 
bation breach and the 
weapons charge. 


He must also submit a 
DNA sample. 

A co-accused, Amanda 
Helen Finn, 24, of the same 
address, had similar 
charges against her stayed 
by the Crown.

New listeria findings 
no surprise, CEO says 


Four new cases found in Toronto Maple Leaf plant 


Maple Leaf Foods Inc. CEO 
Michael McCain said yester- 
day it was not surprising to 
find listeria bacteria linger- 
ing in a Toronto Maple Leaf 
meat plant whose products 
have been linked to at least 
20 deaths in a food-poison- 
ing outbreak. 

“Listeria exists in 100 per 
cent of all (meat) plants, and 
it is impossible to eliminate

U.S. could reconcile with Taliban 


Pentagon head says talks necessary, rules out negotiations with al-Qaida 


The United States would 
be prepared to reconcile 
with the Taliban if the 
Afghan government 
pursued talks to end the 
war, U.S. Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates 
said yesterday. 

But he said Washington 
would not consider any ne- 
gotiations with al-Qaida. 

Gates said reconciliation 
would be the political end 
to the conflict in 
Afghanistan, but it must 
happen on the Afghan gov- 


ernment’s terms and the 
Taliban must commit to 
subject itself to the sover- 
eignty of the government. 
“There has to be ulti- 
mately, and I’ll underscore 
ultimately, reconciliation 
as part of a political out- 
come to this,” Gates said 
after NATO meetings about 
the Afghanistan war. 
“That’s ultimately the 
exit strategy for all of us.” 
But Gates said reconcilia- 
tion efforts could not in- 
clude anyone belonging to

al-Qaida, the group that 
had claimed responsibility 
for the Sept. 11, 2001 at- 
tacks and the main target 
of U.S. counterterrorism ef 
forts around the world. 

“We have to be sure that 
we're not talking about 
any al-Qaida,” he said. 


Britain’s military com- 
mander in Afghanistan, 
Brigadier Mark Carleton- 
Smith, and the top UN offi- 
cial in the country have 
said the war cannot be 
won militarily, and that 
talks with the Taliban will 
be crucial. 


NATO commanders and 
diplomats have also said 
for some time that negotia- 
tions with the militants 
will be needed. 

Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai said last week he 
had asked Saudi Arabia to 
mediate in talks with the 
insurgents and called on 
Taliban leader Mullah 
Omar to return to his 
homeland and make 
peace. But his plea was re- 
jected by a senior Taliban 
leader. REUTERS 


North Korea deploys 
missiles, shuts out UN 


NUCLEAR North Korea de- 
ployed more than 10 mis- 
siles on its west coast ap- 
parently for an imminent 
test launch, a South Kore- 
an newspaper yesterday, 
and Pyongyang halted UN 
monitoring of its nuclear 
complex. 

The potentially destabi- 
lizing moves followed re- 
ports the U.S. offered to re- 
move North Korea from its 
terrorism blacklist this 
month in an effort to keep 
a nuclear disarmament 
pact from falling apart. 

It would be an unprece- 
dented test if all 10 of the 
surface-to-ship and ship-to- 
ship missiles were fired. In- 
telligence sources said 
they thought the North 
may launch five to seven. 

North Korea has forbid- 
den ships to sail in part of 


the Yellow Sea until Oct. 15 
in preparation for the 
launch. 

The U.S. urged North Ko- 
rea not to do anything, in- 
cluding launching mis- 
siles, that would make 
matters worse. “We would 
urge North Korea to avoid 
any steps that increase ten- 
sion on the peninsula,” 
State Department 
spokesman Sean McCor- 
mack said. “What they 
have done thus far is re- 
versible. They can take a 
different set of decisions. 
We urge them to do so.” 

The halt to UN monitor- 
ing within the Yongbyon 
nuclear complex was a ma- 
jor step toward scrapping 
the pact to dismantle its 
atomic bomb program, UN 
officials and diplomats 
said. REUTERS

THAILAND A Court of Appeals 
judge watered down treason 
charges against nine leaders of 
the People’s Alliance for 
Democracy campaign 
yesterday, instead issuing new 
warrants for public order 
offences.

movie, infusing it with a 
directorial style and confi- 
dence rarely seen in a film- 
maker of such limited ex- 
perience.

the movie probably won’t 
reach the audience it de- 
serves because it is simply 
too somber for the family- 
matinee crowd. While that 
tone is entirely appropri- 
ate for the subject matter, 
it won’t pack theatres with 
birthday parties or sell 
happy meals. 

That’s unfortunate, be- 
cause films this intelligent 
and well-crafted are rarely 
produced for kids.

Like Ken Burns documen-

It’s the story of Ernie 
Davis, the first African- 
American winner of the 
Heisman ‘Trophy, back 
when everything blacks 
did — in music or films or 
sports — became part of

Davis’s great skill was as a 
running back, Jim Brown’s 
successor as Syracuse Uni- 
versity’s star, and a name 
that probably would have 
been as iconic as Brown had 
he not died of Leukemia just 
after signing with the Cleve- 
land Browns. 

Rob Brown plays Davis 
as a natural talent with a 
moral compass, increasing- 


ly motivated to use his tal- 
ent to represent and en- 
courage the aspirations of 
young blacks, and Fleder 
doesn’t get in the way of 
letting this become the 
film’s engine. 

Dennis Quaid plays the 
coach of the Syracuse Or- 
angemen, a white man 
willing to overlook colour 
if it helps him win games, 
but unwilling to push too 
hard against the danger- 
ously unstable racial edi- 
fices inside and outside the 
game. 

There’s nothing new hap- 
pening in The Express that 
challenges sports film con- 
vention, and more than 
enough high-minded senti- 
ment to make watching the 
film feel like a virtuous act, 
though we might have 
reached a point where we’re 
exhausting the ability of a 
previous generation’s strug- 
gle to give us the illusion 
and comfort of noble pur- 
pose today.

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German filmmakers out to prove 
we can laugh at the Nazis now 


A made-in- 
Germany Nazi satire which 
parodies 1981 submarine 
epic Das Boot will try to 
prove the Third Reich is no 
longer taboo terrain for 
German comedians. 

In director Sven Unter- 
waldt’s U-900, comedian 
Atze Schroeder stars as a 
German forced to flee Nazi 
Germany after being 
caught in flagrante with a 
Nazi bigwig’s daughter, 
whose life he later man- 
ages to save by hijacking U- 
Boot 900. 

The spoof, which pre- 
mieres across Germany on 
Thursday, is not the first to 
take a tragicomic approach 
to the Nazis. 


Last year, Jewish director 
Dani Levy’s My Fuehrer — 
The Truly Truest Truth 
about Adolf Hitler, was 
panned by critics even 
though it had an unexpect- 
edly strong box-office run. 

The Hitler satire basked 
in massive media attention 
for weeks because of its 
tongue-in-cheek portrayal 
of Hitler as a drug-addicted 
bed-wetter. 

Schroeder, a fast-talking 
former newsstand owner 
who recently became one 
of Germany’s most popu- 
lar standup comedians, 
said he was fully aware of 
the country’s post-war 
trauma over the Holocaust. 

“Making Nazis look fool- 


ish — that’s something ho- 
nourable for a comedian 
even in this day and age,” 
Schroeder told German 
magazine TV Spielfilm. 
“It’s not a history lesson, 
but rather it’s just a come- 
dy about a guy who man- 
ages to get himself out of 
just about every possible 
jam you could imagine.” 
Weaned on 60 years of 
guilt and shame for the 
Nazi crimes of their grand- 
parents, Germans long 
equated history with pain 
and filmmakers avoided 
any dramatic treatment of 
their own 20th century 
past. The Nazi era was left 
to documentary filmmak- 
ers.

Guild blacklists Ozzy 


The Writers Guild of Amer- 
ica warned its members 
yesterday not to work on 
Ozzy Osbourne’s new com- 
edy-variety show at Fox. 

The union says the 
show’s producer,  Fre- 
mantleMedia North Amer- 
ica, offered a “sub-stan- 
dard contract” to work on 
“half-scripted” shows, 
which would greatly re- 
duce their writing fees. 

The writing on the 
show, with the working ti- 
tle of The Osbournes: Loud 
and Dangerous, would tra- 
ditionally be covered un- 
der the guild’s basic agree- 
ment, the WGA said. 

But Fremantle, accord- 
ing to the WGA, wanted to 


treat other portions of the 
show as “reality content,” 
which would not be cov- 
ered. Fremantle indicated 
it would be responsible for 
writing that part of the 
show. The WGA refused. 
“Now it is clear that Fre- 
mantle’s intention is to 
bring their low-cost, 
nonunion business model 
into traditional genres — 
first game shows, then 
comedy-variety,” the WGA 
said in a letter to mem- 
bers, warning the “aggres- 
sive undermining of our 
contract” threatened to 
encroach on all writers. 
Fremantle’s David Shall, 
general counsel and execu- 
tive VP of business opera- 


tions, accused the WGA of 
waging a campaign of 
“defamation and negative 
propaganda.” He says the 
WGA was contacted in 
good faith by Fremantle 
with the hopes of hiring 
WGA writers for the “non- 
traditional” show that 
mixes variety with reality 
TV. 


Shall says the WGA 
broke off talks after “only 
a few phone conversa- 
tions” and ordered its 
membership to not write 
for the show. The WGA de- 
nied that, saying Freman- 
tle ended discussions. On- 
ly then did the union noti- 
fy members.

According to the Post, the

Oasis looking back in anger 


Incident at Toronto festival overshadows release of new album Dig Out Your Soul

this past 

week  re- 

minded me of a CD I re- 

cently acquired on a whim 

because it’s almost too 

weird for words. It’s a 22- 

track release of a presiden- 

tial debate from — wait for 
it — 1908. 

When Thomas Edison in- 

vented the phonograph, 

the last thing he was inter- 


ested in was recording mu- 
sic. He envisioned the 
phonograph as a way to 
capture the words of great 
men and their great 
speeches for all time. In 
ought-8, with Teddy Roo- 
sevelt not seeking a third 
term (he could have; it was 
legal back then), the Re- 
publicans nominated 
William Howard Taft while 
the Democrats countered 
with William Jennings Bri- 
an for the third consecu- 
tive time. 

When they met in a se- 
ries of debates to discuss is- 
sues such as imperialism 
(Should America stay in 
the Philippines?), interven- 
tion into foreign lands (Are 
Christian missions any of 
our business?) and the re- 
cent collapse of the Ameri- 


can financial system (The 
Panic of 1907), their ad- 
dresses were recorded on 
Edison Talking Machines 
and distributed on Edison 
cylinders. In other words, 
100 years ago, the media 
gave us our first political 
sound bites. 

Edison cylinders were 
fragile things, but given 
their historical value, ex- 
amples of the Taft/Jennings 
debates were preserved. 
And forgotten. 

Enter a company from 
Champaign, Ill, called 
Archeophone Records. 
Since 1998, they’ve been 
lovingly preserving and re- 
issuing ancient sound 
recordings on CD. Each re- 
issue comes with thick, 
heavily-annotated booklets 
that put these recordings 


into context from a social, 
artistic and political point 
of view. 

The Taft/Jennings record- 
ings are fascinating, but 
Archeophone also has re- 
leases that collect songs 
from the acoustic era of 
the music industry — the 
time before microphones, 
mixing boards and proper 
studios. 

Lost Sounds: Blacks and 
the Birth of the Recording 
Industry, 1891-1922 is a 
window on some of the 
earliest blues and jazz 
recordings ever made. Be- 
fore Radio: Comedy, Dra- 
ma and Sound Sketches, 
1897-1923 offers an idea of 
the kind of entertainment 
people would listen to on 
their Edison machines be- 
fore anyone even knew 


what a “radio” 
was. My 
favourite is Ac- 
tionable Of 
fenses: Inde- 
cent Phono- 
graph Record- 
ings from the 
1890s. If you 
think today’s co- 
medians are out of 
control, then you 
need to listen to 
what as being commit- 
ted to cylinder more 

than a century ago. Some 
of this stuff would get you 


arrested even to- 
day.
